In the sppendix to the Congressional (lobs for

Montgomery Blair called at the War Depart-
menk this morning to ask for the reinstatement
of a clerk, discharged recently upon the reduo-
ton of the clerioal foree. Blair's request was
not complied with, and he left In o buff, de-
claring that General Graot would not reinstate
the clerk beosuse he was a Democrat., In reply
to this remark, he was Informed that politice
bad nothing to do with the qualideations of
olorks in the War Department, either in thelr
appointment or discharge,

General Steedman arrived this morning from
Philadelphia, and he and Dan Voorhess and
Jerry Black were In consultation a conslderable
portion of the morning with Johnson, it ia sup
posed fixing up matters In regard to the new
appointec of the War Department, or disoussing
the chanoes of impeschment, a subject upon
which just now the President is considerably
exercised in mind,

General Canby has notified Grant that he has
completed arrapgemems for the coming élec
tion In North and Soutl Carolina, and appointed
officers to conduct the eleotion, which takes
place the second week in November,

General Grant hae not yet commenced pre-
paring his aunual reports, eithor as General-in-
Chlef of the Army or Secrotary of Warad
tnferém, as has been stated.

The Treasury officiale authorize a contradic-
tion of the sensational story published in last
evening's Euxpress here, that upwards of one
milllon counterfeit Seven-thirty bonds had
been cliculated all over the country, and that
the beadquartersof the counterfeiting gang
were in Philadelphin, where it alleged the
counterfeit bonds were printed. The story ap-
pears Lo have been manulactured out of whole
cloth, for nonao of the pretended facts are known
at the Treasury Department. These reports are
highly injurious to the national oredit, tending
to create distrust with sll bondholders, snd are
evidently concocted for speculative purposes.

Commissioner Rolling has directed experi-
menis to be made with various processes for
removing eancellation marks from Ioternal
revenue stampe, and such is the facility with
which these marks may be removed by chemi-
cal agents, that in some Instances stamps which
apparently have been completely defaced have
been restored to their original condition, and it
would puzzle a sharp observer to detect that
cuncellation markes had ever been placed upon
them. Itis understood these experiments will

be continued until the Department has secured
s process which will cancel siamps 50 perfectly
